Here was of late a zealous Patri- 
= ot,who reucaled to me a viſion or 
= dreame, which Ihaue thought 
FJ good (as aforewarning to our 
| natiue country )to commit to the 
Prefſe,that it may bee read and 
pondered of many, the contents 
whereof is this. 

Ifaw feeding in a fayre green medow a goodly horſe 
brideled and fadled,and richly trapt,but perceyued no 
rider to manage him,wherat while I was a wondring,8& 
ſaying to my ſelfe, Here is the horſe, bit where is the wa? 
A voyee came our of the ayre and fayd y/ho will ride me? 
Withall a Country man came by,whomI1 asked whoſe 
horſe it wa?he told me,he had been;rid by a greatLord, 
who,becaufe he had reined him too ſhort, & gored him 
with bloudy ſpurs,threatning beſides to muzzle him, 
tocurbe and ſtake him,to lead him Mule-like with pack 
and ſacke as he liſted, was now grown ſo furious, that 
he caſt his rider and burthen at once,and ſought to re- 
freſh him a little in this greeen graſſe, Iasked him if this

great Lord meant not to take him againe? hee anſwe- 
red yes; for hee yſcd all wiles and cratts to catch himby 
the bridle;but he waxed ſo wilde, that he could not en- 
dure him to come neare him, but bit and ſtrooke ,kickr 
and winſt,and flung out with all foure,as ifa Wolfe or 
Lion had ſeized ypon him: And while he was thus be- 
ſet and beſtrayted by his ſeruants, ſhewed him a fayre 
payre of heeles,and cared not for hedge nor Gitch,wood 
nor pale,fire nor water,till he got into aplace where hee 
might graze at more eaſe : fcaring,that if his olde Rider , 
could get him once more by the bit,hee would hamper 
him worſe then he did before, But alas (faidT)hee is 
too fayre a beaſt to runne wilde; what if one ſought out 
ſome $kilfull Rider, that would come more ſoftly to 
him, Rroke him and clappe him, gue hima little more 
head,and ſpurre him with blunter ſpurs? for good hor- 
ſes haue trickes,and will not be galled and ſpurred too 
- much, if they bee, with one bound they wil caſttheir 
Rider out of the ſaddle, This adwiſc was found good, & 
a meeke,gentle,and experienced man was ſought out, 
clad in Orange tawny,who was wont to ride great hor- 
ſes,and after trial was made of his skil, it was a wonder 
to ſee what loue and friendſhippe this horſe ſhewedto 
his rider, as though hee had beene lang -maſter of the 
horſe ynto this great Lord,& had done this horſe great 
ſeruice in former times, yea, as ifnow this horſe ſought 
to be proteted by him againſtthe iniury and cruelty of 
his Maſter,and withall tooped down before this braue 
Knight,as though he would haue ſayde, I will bee rid 
by you, you can helpe me,and I can helpe you, I am a 
horſe without a gouernour,and you a Knight without a 
horſe,I will beare you out of - the field through thicke 
and thinne, and you ſhall guide mee the way through 
which I muſt walke,your obſeruation ſhall be mine, & 
mine yours,for we will liue and die together. This va- 
liant Champion & good man conſidering what might 
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beche meaning thereof, had compaſſion on this hotſe, 
knowing well how pitrifully he had been miſuſed, and 
could not tell well how to remedy it before, But now 
finding his oportunity,got vp on him with boldnes & 
courage,being rather reſolued to hazard the loſle of life, 
goods, lands,bloud and all, than to endure that this ge- 
perous horſe ſhould any longer bee made an Aﬀe.And 
hauing vnderſtood by the ancient Groomes, that this 
was but a borrowed horſe,ſent into the ſervice of that 
great Lord, onely vpon certaine conditions ; and ouer 
which he now through long poſſeſſion challenged right 
of inheritance,treated with the principall men of ynder- 
ſanding which the Lord had imployed in. his ſeruice, 
that they reſcruing the right of their horſe, hee might 
haue the managing and welding of Martiall affayres, 
for the preſeruation(ifit pleaſed God) both of man & 
horſe, I faw that their nature, breath & ſpeech agreed 
better then the cruell Lords did, whoſe language they 
ynderſtood not, And fo this contra was accepted on 
both fides. This diſpleaſed ſore that great Lord, who 
was of greater ſtate and power (whereunto#hee tru- 
ſted) then the other, who alſo through the inſtigation 
of his ſeruants began a moſt cruel & bloudy war, which 
in 40,yeers could ſcarſely be {laked.In which this new 
intertained knight getting ypon his horſe, as a valiant 
chipion hhewel his face before his enemics,doing many 
braue deeds of Arms;for when his horfe came before his 
toes, he made ſuch aterible noiſe with ſnorting & neigh- 
ing nth ſtamping &-+beating: the earth,as ifhe had bin 
alecond Bucephalns of Alexander the Great,or one of the 
olde Elephants accuſtomed from their youth to the war, 
who carried not onely other to the field,burfought alſo | 
themſelues, breaking through the rankes and bartels * 
of theirenemies, ,- Now this great [Lord perceyuing 
that this horſe could not bee tamed by: force, bur 
that to gaine one horſe, he brake dayly the necks of ma- 
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ny,or els were taken aliue by the hands of their enemies, 
thought with himſelfe, I will cauſe the Knight that fits 
ypon yonder horſe to be {laine ſecrerly;Jnd ſo hee-will 
runne wilde againe, and then will I ſtroke him and han. 
de him ſoftly. And becauſe hee hath hornet neſts in his 
cares,I will geta Prieſt to charme him,and giue him ſor 
good wordes : Harken what hapned, This firſt coun. 
{ll and plotte tooke effect. This good Knight 
that had brought this (frayed horſe into his right way , 
was for hisſeruice honoured with poyloned ullertes, 
whereof he died ſhortly after, 10.0 July, 5 84.Then erj- 
ed the great Lord, The horſe 1s mine, thanks be to $.Jaquer, 
which bath heard my prayer. Burt behold a new won. \ 
.der,ere this horſe was vnbrideled or ynſadled, there was 

preſently a young Knight(ſon of the deceaſed Knight,) 
who could yer ſcarlely ride a horſe, fer ypon him, who 
acknowledging his youth and weakenefſc,tooke for a 
pockie, Tandem fit ſurculus arbor that is,a ſprigge of alopt 
tree,may in time-grow to be a tree, Now he fromthe 
beginning,by the readinefle of the horſe, managed him 
with great happines & ſucceſle,conquering many lands 
and townes,ſ{eldome returning home without triumph, 
Therefore the great Lord practiſed a new ſtratagem,tor 
ſecing ſuch ſpirited horſes grow through the ſound of 
the Trumpet,more furious and couragious in the ficldet 
with the confent o f his ſpiritualry _ temporalty con- 
| cluded for a time a ceflation of warre,till hee had on the 
one fide breathed his horſes,and prouided them oates & 
hey,piſtolls and piſtolers,and other equipage and pre- 
parations of warre,and got his ſouldiers betrer diſcipli- 
nedand ordered than they that were in the former warre 
had been. And that onthe other ſide,the horſe for which 
this long warhad bin made,might reſt a while i the 
ſable, hoping,that for want of breathing, hee migh 
grow refty, and ar laſt witheating & drinking conſumP 


himſelf. This aduiſe was better likte then the firſt,and ne 
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\marucll.for it was blowne into his eares by an Admira- 
ble man,who againſt his will had ſmelt the Hollandiſh 
Ayre through a gratc; beſides, learned men durft ſay 
with ope mouth, yea publiſh it to the view of the world 
that zhe aforeſayde horſe could nat be broke by force, Where- 
uporithis great Lord beganne to put his counſell in pra- 
&iſe,and tor the efteSing therof, vied the helpe of ſub- 
tilland cunning men beaten to buſines, mcn of great 
ſate,as Generals, Counſellors, Secretaries and Admi- 
ras, mean, generall of Monkes, that nothing might 
hinder his dritt and purpoſe, Tocleare the way afore, 
was ſent before with a holy robe and a Crucifixe on his 
breſt; mce thought hee had m his left hand a Lawrell 
branch,a figne of peace, which holding out caught the 
horſe by the bridle,but as I looked behind him,1 ſaw in 
hisright hand a whippe with many knots, me thought 
theperfeet image of a Monke, carrying water in one 
hand, andfirc m the other, 'The Lawrell hath a ſweet 
andodoriferous ſmell, but woe to that horſe that ſhould 
bee laſhed with the whippe. Notwithſtanding, when 
this horſe with much adoe, with the conſent of his ma- 
nagers,ypon certaine Articles and conditions, was ſet 
wquetly m the Rable;rather rocate his proucder there 
mpeace vnder that roofe, than to ſuffer in warres, hun- 

gerandcold, dangers and wearifomneſſe ynder the 

heauens canopie,and to be drinen againevpon bare and 

tne heathes,. This pleaſed well that great Lordfor the 
ohiet of his defire was, that this horſe (as a little child) 
which had cryed hard before, might tow be rocked 8 
hled aſlcepe.To-this end, a counſell was held with 
hisfoure orders of Nobles, Statemen, Marſhalmen, and 
Ecclefiaſtickes:which praQtifed firftin generall , how 
their Maſter might become Maſter of the horſe. - The 
feſt ſayde, We thinke it requifne ynder correRtion, 
that there bee firſt ſent ont ſome olde beaten horſe- 
Wan, which may make the Groomes drunke, _ 
while 
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whileſt they ſleepe ride away ſoftly with the horſe, and 
ſhew his olde enemies a fayre payre of heeles, and 
thentheir Lakeyes may take him by the tayle as their 
Lord had formerly done by the bridle, Not fo my 
Lord fayde, the ſecond, by» your fauour, tis now a 
truce and no warre,we muſt now vſe enemies as friends, 
otherwiſe we ſhould not onely bee accounted by them, 
but alſo by Kings and Princes who are deeply intereſſed 
in this buſines for Periurers. and Truce-breakers, yea 
for very horſe ſtealers. This were a moſt ſhamefull 
thing for vs and our Lord, for which the Prieſts our 
confeſlors,yea, our holy Father the Pope himlſelfe could 
not abſolue vs, A figge then for Saint Peters Ehaire 
and his keyes, which hitherto haue beene held in ſuch 
great worth and eſtimation amongſtall Catholike Ro- 
miſh Chriſtians : therefore we thinke 1t better that the 
matter - bee not handled ſo grofly: but rather 
that the Groomes bce greaſed in the fiſt with red 
Foxes(which they gladly behold) and ſo they may let 
the Side-baile finke,or wholly take it away. Then ſhall 
this Horſe which is now ſo ſtrong and luſty, through 
firiking of his fellow horſes in the ſtable,growlame & 
ſiffe, and ſo at length be caught. The third ſayde, my 
Maſters this is no bad counſell, but wee ſuppoſe wee 
can giue better,and hereafter a man may :ud; oe Which 
isthe fitteſt to be put in praKtiſe : were it not firter then 
that wee let the horſe alone in good liking? (for other- 
wiſe'what woukd ir auayle vs to ride him)all this is, but 
to get the horſe and his furniture,we will rather caſleere 
{ome of his old truſtieft Grooms & Keepers, which haue 
beene brought yp in that horſes countrey & ynderſtand 
their liguage, which may ſ{erue on the other ſide, & fo 
throgh ricdly intertainmet,by ſtroking & clapping the 
horſe make him tra&table,and yſin g him to our hand he 
is halfe won: for ynder the oath of alleageance,we wil 
glue them ſecret inſtructions in their cares what = 
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ſhall do when time ſerues, Hereupon came in the Cler- 
ie who through their ſuperſtitionsholding of their ſet 
| adn had negle the time of their apcarance, other 
wiſe.they ſhould hve had the firſt yoice in this meeting: 
Theſe had breefly recited to thena what had paſſed inthe 
Councell, and approued all that had beene ſaid, onelie 
adding hereunto,that ir was needefull thatſuch perſons 
ought firſt to be cofeſled, receive the holy Sacrament & 
have ſome crucifixes 'and charmes giuen them againſt 
fuch ſp irits as they might encounter affirming, with a 
gering Countenance, that for the atchicuing of ſuch 
an heroycall exploit they would doe their vttermoſt ey - 
ther by them ſcluesor by their Vicars profering eyther 
to go intheir-perſons, or ro ſend the fee for imploy- 
ment amongſt theyr orders, into the Ptouince of thoſe 
which haue the keeping and power of the horſe who no 
doubt ypon deuoure and Catholike harts may doe much 
good , that if it were poſſible the moſt Catholike Prince 
may become Maſter again of the horſe, I thought with 
—_ what that might bee: and with all heard one 
the priuieſt Counſel whiſper another in his eare. Know 
yenot that this horſe can.run, leape and wince well in 
great wars, itis therefore requiſite, if the former enter- 
wo will not fadge,once moreto aflay to catch the 
e by force, beſetting his places by water and by land 
that he runne out no waies,cuen as inchunting they be- 
ſet whole woodes with Toyles that the Deare may run 
them ſclues dead,orfall aliuc into the handes of the 
huntſmen.They ſaid further,rhatfor the effeRiing hereof 
they could worke many myracles, during the time of 
truce, to make the ſleepy and dead warres awake and a- 
live again; for ſeeingit was the propper office of their 
Suffragians which faid Maſſe to reforme rhe matter 
ſling the warre in a new mould, by giuing the 
child an other name, by making of a King an Empe- 
rour, of a kings warre an Emperours,or a Dukes,and ſo 
B ; vnder ' 
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ynder ſuch titles to get the beſt and moſtcommodioi 
places of xr gti incorporating them to the horſe 
itriking with, one flappe two flies ata blowe, thatin 
time they might root out the Heretikes that dwel there, 
&atlength ſo ditch vp the way that this Horſe may bee 
impaled in-a ring and run vp and downetill hee bee ty- 
red and fall of him ſelfe. Hearing all this in a lumber,] a. 
wakt, & ſaid, Ho there no further, & ſighihg for all theſe 
things inmy ſoule; lifted vp my voice to God in heauen, 
and praicd thus: |
